Mat it please Yoee Excellency, 

I hiid the honour of submitting on the 14th ultimo a Retuim of 
the acreage under Eiax in each County and Province in 1866 
and 1867 ; also of the number of Scutching Mills in 1866. I now 
beg to submit General Abstracts which give, for the same years, 
the extent of land under each description of Crop ; and the number 
of Horses, Cattle, Sheep, and Pigs; 

The Emigration from Ireland during the first seven months of 
1866 and 1867 is also given. 

The collection of these Statistics was carried out, as in former 
years, by nearly 4,000 Enumerators, selected from the Constabu- 
lary and Metropolitan Police ; and they have furnished Returns 
•of the Tillage and Live Stock on the several holdings in Ireland, 
which amount to about 600,000. The inquiries were conducted 
by the officers and men employed on this duty with their usual 
efficiency. 

The Abstracts are compiled from summaries made by the 
Enumerators, and may differ slightly from the revised figures here- 
after to be published ; but I do not apprehend that any important 
change will be necessary.

The number of Emigrants from each Province during the first Emigration, 
seven months of 1867, compared with the same period in 1866, is 
given at pao-e 20. According to the Returns received, 54,150 
persons left Ireland this year up to the 33st July, being a decrease 
of 20,045 on the number to the same date last 'year. The entire 
number of Emigrants since the period at which the enumeration 
commenced — 1st May, 1851— to the 31st of July last, amounted to 
1,784,339 pei’sons.
